
The Office of Personnel Management (OPM) electronic Official Personnel Folder 
(eOPF) contains official government documents covering your employment history. 

Examples of documents maintained in the eOPF are: 

 Standard Form 50, Notification of Personnel Actions, documenting your em-
ployment history 

 Military service documents , such as a DD Form 214 used for leave credit, re-
duction-in-force, or retirement 

 Benefits elections such as Standard Form 2809, Health Benefits Registration 
Form, Standard Form 2817, Life Insurance Election, and Standard Form 2823, 
Designation of Beneficiary – FEGLI Program 

 

OPM eOPF may be viewed at the Office of Person-
nel Management site. 

Emergency contact information is necessary in the event the Air Force must con-
tact an employee’s designated representatives following an employee's on-duty 
injury or death, or for any other emergency situation. 

To update your emergency contact information log into MyBiz+ and select Update 
Contact Information under Key Services. 

Although it is suggested that at least two contacts be identified, you need only 
designate a primary contact.

INGREDIENTS 

1 3/4 c. all-purpose flour 

1/2 tsp. baking powder 

1/2 tsp. kosher salt 

3/4 c. butter, softened 

1/2 c. granulated sugar 

1 large egg 

1 tsp. pure vanilla extract 

1/3 c. assorted jams, for filling cookies 
 

Thumbprint Cookie Recipe 
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Directions 

1. Preheat oven to 350 and line two baking 
sheets with parchment.  In a large bowl, 
whisk together flour, baking powder, and 
salt. 

2. In another bowl, beat butter and sugar 
until pale and fluffy, about 3 minutes.  
Beat in egg and vanilla, then add dry in-
gredients in two batches until incorpo-
rated. 

3. Using a small cookie scoop, scoop 1” balls 
onto prepared baking sheets.  Press a 
thumbprint into center of each ball, 1/2” 
deep.  Fill with a small spoonful of jam. 

4. Bake until edges of cookies are golden, 
13 to 14 minutes.  Cool on baking sheets 
before serving.
